Tt was charged that, by cutting off a bend in 
the stream, the \nited States Steel corpora- 
tion had deliberately appropriated a large 
area of land valued at millions, It was al- 
leged that corporations were seeking 
legalization in order to protect themselves 
from possible damage suits. oil 

Representative Madden of Chicago re- 
ceived a score of telegrams complimenting 
him on his fight in the house to prevent ac- 
ceptance of the senate amendment carrying 
the legulization.

The register of the hotel, so far as is now 
known, was lost in the fire, and the names 


of those who died may never be known. 


Only Four Bodies Recovered. 
Only four bodies of victims had been 
ered. These were those of persons 
jumped from open windows or w 
exposure or injuries. They were: 
BEVERLY, CHARLES, employed by a loca! com- 
mission firm. 
BONNEVUE, MRS. ALICE, sister of Mrs. C. E. 
Wilkins, wife of the proprietor of the hotel. 
CUMMINGS, CHARLES, a bartender. 
Unidentified man, body recovered by “firemen be- 
fore interior of building collapsed. 
At least thirty guests are known to have 
escaped. Many of them were scantily dad. 
Owing to the inflammable nature of the in- 
terior the fire was so intense that firemen 
did not get the flames under control for sev- 
eral hours. When they finally were able 
to enter the structure it had been gutted and 
the entire interior had collapsed and fallen 
into the basement. Until the débris has been 
removed—work which may require two days— 
the exact number of dead will not be known. 
The blaze is believed to have been caused 
by a gas explosion. A watchman discovered 
the fire and turned im the alarm. 


Deeds of Heroism Inspired. 

When the firemen reached the ecene the 
building was a mass of flames and firemen 
saw a number of persons at windows in the 
two upper stories. Before ladders could be 
raised, however, the roof began to cave in, 
and not a single person was rescued by the 
ladder men, 

The fire brought forth several deeds of 
heroism. 

Jesse Nold, night clerk of the hotel, saved 
the lives of several persons. He was awak- 
ened by the cry of fire and hurried through 
the smoke filled halls arousing guests. He 
succeeded in getting a number of persons 
out of the building. 

Izzie Steiss, a newspaper 
paring to start with his 
was one of the first at the fire. He ran into 
the building and assisted Nold. He helped 
drag several halt dazed persons from the 
building and then, half suffocated, went to 
a nearby. drug store and coNapsed. He was 
carried to the. Emergency hospital and re- 
vived.

New York Toilers Agree to Re- 
turn to Work This Week. 


| INCREASE IN PAY GRANTED. 


Efforts of Member ef Civie Federa 
tion Triumphant. 


New York, Feb. 28.—The garment workers’ 
strike, in progress here since early January, 
involving at its height 150,000 or more work- 
era, wae officlally.declared off tonight. 

The workers accepted the manufacturers’ 
tertns, which Included a raise in pay, revis- 
ion of certain working conditions, arbitra- 
tion as to hours, and the open shop prin- 
ciple, 

The settlement was announced by Marcus 
M. Marks of the Nationa) Civic federation, 
who has been active in try'ng to bring manu- 
faciurers and workers together. 

The strike called the first of the year by the 
garment workers paralysed practically the 


| entire garment industry of the city for weeks. 


Rioting in which women were prominent 
wae frequent during the height of the trouble. 
and disturbances continued to a recent date. 
There were many arrests of women for pick- 
eting, and on charges of disorderly conduct. 

Settlements with individual manufactur- 
ers and by trades as a whole began before 
last month ended, ana by degrees all the 
workers on women’s garments and the white 
goods workers went back to their shops. 

As nearly as could be estimated tonight 
about 50,000 workers remained out in the 
men’s and boys’ clothing trades. These, it 
is expected, will go back at once.

Reprerentatives of Col. Lewis put in a busy 
day preparing a brief and statement of the 
actual conditions which existed in the joint 
assembly yesterday. Senator Kent E. Keller 
who served the notice to the joint assembly 
that the election of Lewis was claimed as 
actually consummated, acted as the leader 
in these preliminaries. He said as s00n as 
the statement is prepared it will be laid 
before Gov. Dunne. 

Penging the arrival of this statement the 
governor refuses to’ discuss the matter for 
publication. 


May Go to Attorney General. 

“I have received no official communication 
on the subject.”” he said. ‘‘I have not con- 
sidered it officially and the matter is pre- 
cisely as it stood last night, so far as I am 
concerned. From what I have been in- 
formed, if it is brought to my attention at 
all as governor, it will be a matter for legal 
inquiry and it will be referred to the attorney 
general.” 

Attorney General Lucey sent one of his as- 
sistante to the office of Clerk of the House 
B. H. McCann and secured from him a 
tranecript of the proceedings of yesterday's 
joint session. He said this action was simply 
a@ precautionary measure, 

Speaker McKinley had nothing to say be- 
yond a deciaration that if requested he will 
transmit to the governor an official! statement 
of what occurred. UnofficiaHy the speaker 
said he had held there was no election, but 
he d0es not understand this declaration will 
have serious bearing upon any attempt 
which Col. Lewis may make to assume the 
senatorship, and upon the grounds popularly 
ascribed as & foundation for a contest by 
the Lewis men, the record will show for fteelf 
regardiess of anything which he may have 
said or done. 


Lewis Wants Clear Title. 

Col. Lewis remained in his rooms in the St. 
Nicholas and made no statement. He did not 
see Gov. Dunne and rests his case upon the 
deciaration mate by him last night that if he 
ig elected he will assert his rights; that he 
will make no attempt to enter the senate 
except upon an airtight showing of law and of 
fact. 

It cannot be verified that there was commu- 
nication between Washington and Spring- 
field last night with regard to the senator- 
ship. Gov. Dunne disposed of this point with 
his declaration that opportunity would be 
afforded for first hand conversation when the 
Illinois party gets to Washington. 

The Republican position is that there was 
no shadow of ground for the claim that Lewis 
has been elected. 

Any effort which may be made by the Lewis 
clans or by Speaker McKinley as presiding 
officer of the joint assembly when joint bal- 
loting is resumed on March 12 will be re- 
sisted to the limit. 


Storm Clouds in Sight. 

It may be set down that if the Lewis forces 
attempt a program of passing up the long 
ter... ballot and try to start in on the short 
term on the theory that the eighth long term 
ballot was decisive, there will be a riot in 
Springfield and a good one.

The man paid her 
hosptteal expenses and besought her to marry 
him. She did so, though she confessed she. 
aid not love him. They removed to Buffalo 
and her husband was out of work and they 
were in need. Without saying anything to 
him she sought révenue from the ‘street.’ 
When the husband discovered this he at first 
opposed it. but finally acquiesced. From 
that time o; toleration became insistence. 


Wide Division of Money. 

The couple went to New York and then 
came to Chicago last October. Again the 
man could not find work and again the wife 
sought the street for support for both. She 
met @ man who took her to “ Sim” Tuck- 
horn’s, 28 Quincy street, for a drink. Through 
him she met the manager of the place, Jay 
Wetzel. The division of her revenue as- 
tounded the legislators. 

“I did not pay the maneger anything,” 
said the girl, “ but we understood we must 
take ali men to the Hotel Pfister, 5 South 
Fifth avenue. We were not allowed to order 


a drink at Tuckhorn's that coset less than 20 
cents, such as creme de menthe, and we tried 
to get the men to buy wine. If aman was 
worth $5 to me I had to give a dollar to the 
waiter who introduced. him.”’ 

“Did your husband try to work?’ Senator

SENATE FOR TWOWARSHIPS; | 
PASSES AMENDED HOUSE BILL. 


Total. Naval Appropriation Set at 
- $150,000,000+-Lower Body Expect- 
ed to Fight Change in Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—Two battle- 
ghips were voted into the naval appropria- 
tion bill by the senate tonight after a short 
discussion of the provision adopted by the 
houge limiting the building program to one 
hattieship. 

The two battleship amendment, odiesel by 
the naval committee of the senate was adopt- 
ed, 56 to 16. 

An amendment by Senator Brandigee pro- 
viding for three ships was defeated, 21 to 48. 

The senate also added to the six torpedo 
boat destroyers and four submarines author- 
ized by the house one transport to cost not 
more than $1,850,000 and one supply ship to 
cost not more than $1,425,000, the figures in 
bdth casee being exclusive of armor and arm- 
ament. The two battleships would cost not 
more than $7,425,000 each, exclusive of armor 
and armament. 

At the end of an extended debate Mh was 
provided that one of the battleships should 
be built in the government navy yard, after 
the senate had defeated an amendment by 
Senator Oliver to provide that the govern- 
ment build one ship only in cage the cost did 
not amount to more than $300,000 over the 
cost of building in a private shipyerd. 

The defeat of the two battleship program 
in the house is looked for by many members 
of that body. The house voted one battle- 
ship after a long struggle and the one 
battleship advocates declare they will hold 
up the entire appropriation bill rather than 
accept senate amendments adding the second 
ship. 

The bill ae agreed to tonight carries a 
total appropriation of approximately §160,- 
000,000,

Senator Gardner is a farmer and has begn 
connected with agricultural organizations for 
many years. He was master of the Maine 
state grange from 1897 to 1907, and during 
that time the membership of the organiza- 
tion increased to 35,540. 

He was appointed senator in 1911 to succeed 
the late William P. Frye, and received the 
Democratic nomination in the primaries last 
year, but on account of the defeats of the 
Democrats in Maine he will end bis service 
in the senate next Tuesday.

Stricken While Awaiting Audience with 
President Taft, He Is Taken to Wash- 
ington Hospital, 


John F. Geeting, an attorney in many noted 
labor cases, died yesterday in Washington, 
D.¢C., of pneumonia. He was stricken sev- 
eral cays ago at the White House while 
awaiting an audience’ with President Taft in 
an effort to obtain a pardon for a client re- 
cently convicted of perjury before Judge 
Landis. He was taken to the George Wash- 
ington University hospital by Daniel Kova-, 
loff. for whom he was interceding. 

Congretsman A. J Sabath, a personal 
friend of Mr. Geeting, notified his family at 
Norwood Park and received instructions to 
rave the body cremated in accordance with 
tiie lawyer's repcatediy expressed desire. 

Mr. Geeting was born near Berlin, Pa., on 
June 1, 1851; removed to Iowa in 1867, and 
came to Chicago in 1874. He graduated from 
the Union College of Law, now Northwest- 
ern university, in 1875, and immediately be- 
gan the practice of law. He specialized in 
criminal and constitutional practice and fre- 
quentiy appeared as leading counsel for labor 
organizations in cases growing owt of strikes, 
lockouts, and boycotts. He was one of the 
couneel fcr Eugene V. Debs during the trial 
of the Socialist leader, and also defended 
Emma Goldman and other anarchists foliow- 
ing their arrest after the assassination of 
President McKinley. 

Mr. Geeting was editor of the American 
Criminal. Reports and has written several 
legal textbooks. He is survived by a widow.

New York Extraordinary Grand 
Jury Foreman Makes 
Recommendation. 


CHIEF TO BE PERMANENT. 


Blames Vice to Immigrant’s Fail- 
ure to Respect. Civil 
Officer. 


New York, Feb. 28.—The foremin of the 
extraordinary grand jury, which has in- 
dicted several policemen and still is con- 
tinuing its Inquiry Into graft, laid before the 
legislative committee on remedial police 
legislation today a carefully prepared scheme 
for police reform. 

The foreman, Thomas C. Wood, declared 


upon the police a “terrible burden.”” From 
the district attorney’s records he showed 
that of 23,000 persons convicted. between 1904 
and 1911, 8,500 were foreigners. 


Fails to Respect Civil Officer. 
The chief trouble, he gaid, was that the 
immigrant does not reepect a civil officer. 
For this reason he favored a police force 
on military lines, headed by a commissioner 
with a salary of at least $25,000 a year and 
retirable only on account of age. He also 
indorsed the recommendation for a train- 
ing school on military lines for police of- 
ficers. 

The committee also heard several au- 
thorities on social work. One of these vas 
Starr J. Murphy of the bureau of social 
hygiene, of which John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
ls the head. The first object of this bureau, 
he said, was to obtain knowlecge. 

The report to be made public by. the last 
of the year, he declared. will be the most 
complete survey ef the subject of police 
supervision ever available in any langauge. 
It will deal entirely with the systems of 
European cities. ; 


Condition in Pittsburgh. 

A. Leo Weil of Pittsburgh, Pa., told the 
committee that since last October the num- 
ber of disorderly houses in that city had 
been reduced from 400 to 76, and many more 
would soon be closed.

Directors to be allowed to borrow from 
the ®anks with which they are connected 
only upon condition of notice to his co- 
directors, the entrance of a statement of 
the transaction upon the. minutes of the 
board, and publicity of the name and 
amount of the'loan by the controller of 
the currency in his annua! report. 

Prohibition of bank officers or directors 
in underwritings of the banks with which 
they are connected. 

Criminal prosecution of any officer or 
director accepting and offering rewards 
for bank loans. 

Publicity of bank assets other than 
the names of borrowers and of the list of 
stockholders. 

The reforms advocateé by the Pujo com- 
mittee cannot be acted on at this session of 
congress. They are submitted, with the bilis 
drafted thereon, with the expectation that 
they will be scrutinized carefully by the 
country. 


Details of Majority Report. 

The majority report, largely the work of 
Samuel Untermyer, is specific-and detailed. 

“It would, of course, be absurd,” said the 
report, “to suggest that control of the bulk 
of the widely distributed wealth of a great 
mation can be oorralied by any set of men. 
If that is what is meant by gentlemen wha 
deny the existence of a money trust, your 
committee agrees with them. Such a thing, 
of course, would be impossible, and ite sug- 
gestion is ridiculous. 

“* Tt ig mot, however, necessary that a group 
ef men shall directly control the smal! sav- 
ings in the banks nor the scattered reeources 
of the country in order to monopolize the 
great financial transactions or to be able to 
dictate the credits that ehall be extended or 
withheld from the more important and con- 
spicuous business enterprises. This is sub- 
Stentially what has been accomplished and 
fairly represents the exis condition.”’ 


Concentration in New York. 

The great bank or banker, “ with access to 
the mainsprings of the concentrated re- 
sources of other people’s money,”’ the report 
Geclares, can handle the vast issues of se- 
curities now demanded by the commercial 
end industrial development of the country. 
But the bank reserve system, it is further 
eontended, concentrates a large part of the 
funds of the smaller banks in the only public 
= ey market of the country, New York 

« group of men there have strength- 
their interest in the various banking 
institutions, the report said. 

“ If, therefore, by a ‘ money trust’ ie meant 
@n established and well defined identity and 
community of interest between a few leaders 
of finance which has been created and held 
together through stock holdings, interlocking 
 Gipectorates, and other forms of domination 
ever banks, trust companies, railroads, publfe 
Service, and industrial corporations, and 
which has resulted in a vast and growing 


concentration of the control of money and 


eredit tm the hands of a comparatively few 
men; your committee, as before stated, has 
mo hegitation in asserting as the result of its 
investigation up to this time that the condi- 
tion thus described exists in this country to. 
day. 


Effective as Steel Control. 

“To say that the domination of this group 
over the money and credit of the country 
controlied by our largest financial ‘institu- 
tions and that is available for financing large 
security issues for the current needs of our 
principal interstate corporations and of the 
individuals conducting great enterprises and 
for stock exchange loans, is at least as effect- 
fve as, for instance, is the control of the 
Rnited States Steel corporation over the 
stee] industry, is an understatement of the 
situation, although the methods by which 
this control is effected and held together are 
of course essentially different and of a more 
loose and intangible charactcr."’ 

Accepting this as the long sought “ money 
grust,”” the committee outlined the member- 
ghip as follows: 

“ The parties to this combination or under- 
ptanding or community of interest, by what- 
evér name it may be called, may be con- 
weniently classified for the purpose of dif- 
ferentiation into four separate groups. 

“ The firat, which for convenience of state- 
ment we will call the inner group, consists 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., the recognized leaders. 
and George F. Baker and James Stillman in 
their individual capacities and in their joint 
edministration and contro} of the First Na- 
tional bank, the National City ‘bank, the 
National Bank of Commerce, the Chase Na- 
tional bank, the Guaranty Trust company, 
and the Bankers’ Trust company, with total 
known resources in these corporation alone 


ome -- 73 GO 
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of smaller but important financia? institu- , 
tions. This takes no account of the persona! 
fortunes of these genflemen. 

“ Closely allied with this.inner or primary 
group, and, indeed, related to them practica!- 
ly as partners in many of their larger finan- 
cla} enterprises, are the powerful interna- 
tional banking houses of Lee, Higginson & 
Co., and Kidder, Peabody & Co., with three 
affiliated banks in Boston. 


Second Ring of Banks. 

“In New York City the international bank- 
ing house of Messrs, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., with 
its large foreign cijentéle and connections, 
while only qualifiedly allied with the inner 
group, yet through its close relations with 
the National City bank and the National 
Bank of Commerce and other financial inst!- 
tutions with which it has recently allied 
itself. has many interests in common, con- 
ducting large joint apeount transactions with 
“them, especially. in recent years, and having 
what virtually amounts to an understanding 
not to compete, waich is defended as a —_ 
ciple of ‘ banking ethics.’ 

“Together they have with a few excep- 
tions preémpted the banking businese of the 
important railways of the country. 

“In Chicago this |inper group associates 
with and mekes issues. of securities in joint 
account, or through urderwriting participa- 
tiens, primarily with' the Firet National bank 
and the Ilinois Trust and Savings bank, and 
has more or less friendly business relations 
with the Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional bank, which participates in the under- 
writing of security issues by the inner group. 
These are the three largest financial insti- 
tutions in Chicago, with combined resources 
of $361,000,000. 


/ . System Radiates Over Country. 


“Radiating from these principal groups 
and closely aMiliated with them are smaller 
but important banking houses, such as Kis- 


i sel, Kinnicut & Co., White, Weld & Co., and 


Harvey Fisk & Sons, who receive large and 
lucrative patronage from the dominating 
groups and are used by the latter as jobbers 
or distributers of securities the issuing of 
which they control. but which for reasons of 
their own they prefer not to have issued or 
distributed under their own names. 

“Messrs. Lee, Higginson & Co., besides 
being partners with the inner group, are also 
frequently utilized in this service because 
of their facilities as distributers of securities. 

“ Beyond these-inner groups and sub- 
groups are banks and bankers throughout 
the country who cotperate with them in un- 
derwriting or guaranteeing the sale of securt- 
ties offered to the public, and who also act 
a® distributers of such securities. 

“ The patronage thus proceeding from the 
inner group and its subgroups is of great 
value to these banks and bankers, who are 
thus tied by self-interest to the great issuing 
. houses and may be regarded as a part of this 


vast financia! organization.” 


Situation Fraught with Peril. 

Concluding ite findings as to the existence 
of a money trust, the committee said: 

“ Your committee ig, convinced that how- 
ever well founded may be the assurances of 
good intentions by those now holding the 
Places of power which have been thus 
created, the situation is fraught with too 
great peril to our institutions to be 
tolerated,”’ 

Discussing the control of issues of securi- 
ties by the money. trust, the report saia: 

“ Through their power and domination over 
so many of the largest financia) institutions, 
which as buyers, underwriters, distributors, 
or investors, constitute the principa/ first out- 
lets for security issues, the inner group and 
its allies have drawn to themselves prac- 
tically the sole marketing of the issues of the 
greater railroad, producing and trading, and 
public utility corporations, which in conse- 
quence have no open market to which to 
appeal; and from this pogition of vantage, 
fortified by the contro) exerted by them 
through voting trusts, representation in 
directorates, stock holdings, fiscal agencies, 
and other relations, they have been able in 
turn to direct the deposits and other 
patronage of such corporations to these same 
financial institutions, thereby strengthening 
the instruments through which they work.’’ 


Scores Interlocking Directors. 

The report condemned interlocking 4!- 
rectorates consolidations, and devoted 
considerable’ epace to a statement showing 
the development of control through those 
agencies in New York inetttutions. 

“Tt bs manifestly improper,” said the re- 
pogt, ‘“‘and repugnant to the theory and 
practice of competition that the same person 
or members of the same firm shall under- 
take to act in such inconsistent capacities.”’ 

The report condemns the use of voting 
trusts in the control of financial! institu- 
tions, and criticises private bankers in the 
capacity of depoesitaries for Interstate cor- 
porations. 

Reforms Urged by Report. 

The recommendations of the committee, as 
set forth in the report, and as embraced 
in the bdills accompanying the report, urged 
the following reforms: 

Clearing house associations of which 
netional banks are members should be 
required to become bodies corporate of 
the states in which they are located and 
every solvent and properly managed bank 
or trust company should have the right, 
enforceable at law. to become and re- 
main @ member. 

Regular periodical examinations of 
menrbers by a committee of the Clearing 
House association should be prohibited 
and instead all such examinations should 
be conducted by public authorities. 

The committee would give the govern- 
ment supervision of clearing house certifi- 
cates, and would prohibit the fixing of rates 
by clearing houses for the collection of out 
of town checks, discount, or interest on 
deposits. 

As to the New York stock exchange the 
committee recommended: 

“That conmgrees prohibit the transmission 
by mails or by telegraph or telephone from 
one state to another of orders to buy or sell 
or quotations or other information concern- 
ing transactions on any stock exchange, and 
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aiso prohjbit national banks from buying or 
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or territory in which it is locat<d. 

“Require corporations whcse securites it 
(the stock exchange) lists."’ the report con- 
tinues,' ‘‘to make @ complete disclasure of 
their affairs,-in particular any commission 
paid to promoters, middlemen or bankers 
out of any such security interest of the 
proceeds thereof. 

“ Require @ margin of not less than 20 per 
cent on all purchases of stock. 

“ Prohibit. as far as possible, the execu- 
tioh of simultaneous orders proceeding from 
the same person or persons to buy and sel! 
the eame security for the purpose of creat- 
ing an appearance of activity therein, and 
any orders the purpose ofwhich is to inflate 
or depress the price of any security. 


Limit on Securities Pledge. 

“Prohibit members from pledging securi- 
ties purchased and carried for a customer for 
an amount greater than the unpaid fortune 
of the purchase price, whether with or with- 
out the consent of such customer. 

‘ Prohibit members from lending to other 
members securities carried by the former 
for customers, whether with or without the 
customers’ consent. 

“State in its charter the conditions on 
which issues of securities shall be admitted 
or removed from the trading list and provide 
for a judicial review of its action in this re- 
gard. 

“Keep books of account, showing the actu- 
al names and transactions 6f customers and 
give access thereto to the postmaster gen- 
eral.’ 

Restrictions on National Banks. 
<Amfong the recommendations for the re- 
striction of national banks the committee set 
forth twenty-two regulations. These were: 

The prohibition of the consolidation of two 
or more banks without the approval of the 
controller of the currency; prohibition of di- 
rectors serying on the boards of more than 
one bank in the same community or locality; 
forbidding ownership of stock in one national 
bank by any other bank or trust company; 
forbidding voting trusts in the control of 
banks; providing for cumulative voting in 
the election of national bank directors; for- 
bidding security holding companies as a@d- 
juncts to national banks; forbidding inter- 
etate corporations from constituting any 
bank establishment their sole fiscal agents; 
forbidding interstate corporations to deposit 
funds with “ unsupervised, unregulated pri- 
vate bankers’; forbidding national banks 
from erigaging in -unfierwriting eyndicates; 
allowing national banks to invest 2 per cent 
of their capital in state, city, county, or cdr- 
poration mortgage bonds, if the corporation 
issues have paid interest regularly for five 
years; reform of the system of railroad reor- 
ganization to conform with the scheme out- 
lined in the British law, which places reor- 
ganization under the control of the courts, 
giving the interstate commerce commission 
the power to supervise reorganization plans; 
placing railroad security issues under the 
control of the commission and providing for 
competitive bidding of such isgues; forbid- 
ding officers of national banks from borrow- 
ing from their banks; providing for publicity 
for loans made by a director from his bank: 
forbidding national bank officers and d- 
rectors from participiating in underwriting 
syndicates; making it a crime for officers or 
directors to accept any compensation for 
loaning a bank’s funds, limiting the number 
of directors of nationa! banks to not less than 
five nor more than thirteen; providing pub- 
icity for the assets and for the stockholding 
lists of national banks. 


Bills Which Are Presented. 

The two bills presented by the committee 
deal with the national banks and with stock 
exchanges. 

The first embodies the committee's recom- 
mendations‘as to control of clearing houses, 
cumulative voting for directors, forbidding 
ans to aid in combinations to restrain 
trade, limiting the number of bank directors, 
regulating loans by nationa! banks to officers 
and directors, forbidding interlocking direc- 
torates in banks and national banks, or offi- 
cers from participation in underwriting eyn- 
dicates, and providing a fine of $5,000 and 
imprisonment for two years for violation. 

The second bill embodies all.of the recom- 
mendations of the committee as to stock ex- 
changes and fixes penaities for violation.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 28.—[Special.J—K. K. 
Kennan of Milwaukee, superintendent of the 
income tax, has resigned, following notice he 
gave last fall that he would retire as soon as 
convenient. He took the position only be- 
cause of his interest in the new tax law and 
his desire to aid in the initiation of its admin- 
istration.

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ON LIQUOR BILL 


Senate Repasses Webb Meas- 
ure, Which President 
Held to Be Invalid. 


HOUSE WILL ACT TODAY. 


Proposal Prevents Shipments of 
‘*Booze”’ from Wet to Dry 
Districts. 


Washington, D. C,, Feb. 28—The Webb 
liquor bill, prohibiting the shipm<nt of liquor 
into “dry” stetes, was repassed in the sen- 
ate today, over President Taft's veto, within 
two houre from the time the president's mes- 
sage of disapproval had been laid before 
that body. 

A short debate, In which the advocates of 
the bl voted dewn a motion to postpone 
action until tomorrow and in which they 
reaffirmed their belief that the measure is 
constitutionel, ended with the repassege of 
the bill by the large majority of 63 to 21. 

The Webbd bill passed both houses of con- 
@ress and went to the president ten days 
ago. Hie veto message reached the senate 
about 8 o’elock today, accompanied by an 
opinion from Attorney General Wickersham, 

Basing his decision upon the attorney gen- 
eral’s findings, the president «xpressed the 
belief that the measure was clearly uncon- 
stitutional because it gave the staies the 
right to interfere with interstate commerce. 


Motion to Delay Beaten. 

Attorney General Wickersham’s opinion 
was not read when the senate took up the 
bid again and Senator Kern asked that a 
final vote om the overriding of the veto be 
delayed until tomorronr, so the senators might 
have the opportunity to examinetheattorney 
general’s argumenta 
Mr. Kern to postpone the vote until] 12 o'clock 
tomorrow was defeated 71 to 9. 

Senator McCumber said both the president 
and the attorney general had misconstrued 
the grounds upon which congress had passed 
the prohibition law. He seid it had not 
attempted to give the states the right to 
interfere with commerce, but hed simply 
declared liquor an “outlaw” and had then 
prescribed conditions under which it might 
enter interstate commerce. 

Senator Kenyon also briefly urged repas- 
sage of the bill, while Senators Paynter and 
Percy advocated support of President Taft's 


veto.

If he hasn't one he should buy oné, as I know 
of no better incentive to study the question of 
We have bought and partly 
paid for a comfortable home, with fifty feet 
of ground, on what a great many consider « 
meager salary, and while it is a struggle, one 
learns to save and enjoys doing so. Besides, 
a beautiful lawn and all the flowers we want to 
raise, we raise all the foot vegetables, outside 
of potatoes, for winter use, cabbage to make 
ten gallons of sauerkraut, all the tomatoes we 
can eat and can for winter use, all the green 
wepgetables as lettuce, radishes, onions, and even 
gareén corn. We buy our potatoés in the 
fall, having them shipped In from the coun- 
try, thereby saving many dollare besides hav- 
ing & much superior quality. 

For my part I make it an ironclad rule to do 
all my own baking and we really don’t know 
what the Inside of a bakery looks like.

I buy mostly 
the cheaper cuts of meat with now and then @ 
nice, juicy steak for a treat, and an occasional 
roast, and, by the way, I havé discovered that 
a good roast of béef of leg of lamb will last 
us three days by utilizing the leftover in vari- 
ous Ways, so consequently isn’t any more éx- 
pensive than cheaper cuts. We buy our cloth- 
ing. and household Hnens at the clearing sales 
when possible and though we aren't clothed in 
the latest style, are comfortably and decently 
clad. I do all my own sewing and laundry 
work for five of us. My grocery bills are one- 
third lighter than any of my friends’ and 
neighbors’ and a marvel to many how it is 
done. 

I will admit I am a pretty busy woman, but 
I find time to attend the meetings of two so- 
clieties of which I.am a member, church on 
Sunday at least once, and read many good 
books, which with our summer vacations which 
we have so far managed to take is about all 
the recreation I find time for and yet we are 
all happy and comfortable.

Prosecution of Alleged Viola- 
tors of Ordinances Now 
Up to Municipality. 


COURT REVOKES RULE 33. 


Olson Declares Chicago Should 
Take Care of Own Legal 
Affairs. 


Hereafter the prosecution of all alleged 
violators of olty ordinances, including “‘Al”’ 
Tearney, will rest with the attorney for the 
city. The Municipa! court judges yesterday 
absolved themegelves o” all responsibility by 
revoking their rule No. 338, which in part is 
as follows: 

“In all suits for the violation of municipal 
ordinances of the city of Chicago ... a 
complaint sworn to by some person, setting 
forth that an ordinance has been violated, 
shall, before any process be issued, be filed in 
said suit, whereupon a summons or a war- 
rant shall be is®hed against the defendant 
as the court, after examination under oath 
of the party making such complaint, shail 
direct. 

“ Provided, however, it shall not be re- 
quired that such complaint be sworn to ir 
suits prosecuted by and in the name of the 
attorney for the city; sald attorney for the 
city may prosecute his suite with or without 
the sworn complaint. But in cases in which 
no sworn complaint is filed summons only 
shal) issue in such suit.”’ 


Judges Concur with Olson. 

Under the above rule authority and respon- 
sibility for prosecution in the event of fall- 
ure by the attorney for the city was vested in 
the Municipal courte. Before putting the 
revocation motion to a vote yesterday Chief 
Justice Olson held that under the statutes 
the authority and responsibility for taking 
care of its own legal affairs rest with the 
eity. The other judges concurred with this 
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unanimously. '

lonkeepef “Al ” Tearney was prosecuted for 
violations of city ordinances and for which 
he was finally convicted.
